The Bradford West 
Gwillimbury Local History

From 1 to 5 p.m., enjoy 
a self-directed tour of six 
stately century homes. 

The oldest is the split-log 
cabin home on the 12th Line, 
built by Francis Elliott in 
1834 - the first deed-holder 
of the land. It is now owned 
by Dr. Neil Watters, and still 
sits on its original foundation 
and 100-acre farm. 

Victorian cottage, Georgian, 
Neo-classical, Regency - the 
beautifully preserved homes 
retain many of their original 
features, and will be open to 
ticket-holders. Tickets are $20 
each, available by calling 905- 
895-3440,905-775-6618, or at 
The Bradford Print Shoppe on 
Artesian Industrial Parkway, 
905-775-4011. 

There is a seventh stop, 
open for viewing and for 
refreshments - Trinity Angli¬ 
can Church, on Church 
Street in Bradford. The 


church, established in 1851, 
was rebuilt in a neo-gothic 
style in 1900, and features 
hammer beams, stained 
glass windows, and a bell 
tower, currendy the focus of 


a fundraising effort. 

The Heritage Home Tour 
is a fundraiser for the resto¬ 
ration and preservation of 
the Auld Kirk church, in the 
Scotch Settlement. The Auld 


Kirk is not part of this year’s

On May 15, 2015 at 7:25 
PM South Simcoe Police 
were dispatched to the area 
of the 6th line and Mel¬ 
bourne Drive in Bradford 
for a motor vehicle colli¬ 
sion. A pickup truck had 
crashed through a fence, and 
two suspects were seen run¬ 
ning away from the collision 
scene. Police arrived to find 
the suspect vehicle, a 2001 
GMC Sierra, black in color, in 
a pile of debris. 

Police spoke to three wit¬ 
nesses on scene who advised 
that two vehicles - the pickup 
truck and a small black car - 
were travelling at a high rate 
of speed on the 6th Line, 
in a 50 km/h zone. The car 
appeared to be chased by the 
black GMC, and turned right 
onto Melbourne, continu¬ 
ing northbound. The GMC 
pickup apparently attempted 


to make the right turn onto 
Melbourne, but lost control 
and crashed into the fence. 
The driver and a passen¬ 
ger in the truck fled on foot, 
northbound. 

Officers were given a 
description of the suspects 
and checked the area, but 
were unable to locate the 
individuals.

Hydro One sale 
sparks concerns 


I t would be nice if politicians 
and their political parties would 
be clear and upfront about their 
platforms, before an election. 

We’re thinking about the 
provincial Liberal government in 
particular - although we could 
just as easily be talking about the 
federal Conservatives. 

But it’s the province’s plan to sell 
off 60% of Hydro One that has us 
concerned. 

We don’t remember seeing 
a proposed Hydro sell-off in 
any of the campaign literature, 
before the last election. We don’t 
recollect seeing details of any 
such proposal, and we certainly 
don’t remember any sort of 
consultation with the public - 
who, right now, is the majority 
shareholder in Hydro One, but 
could see ownership diminished 
to 40%. 

There is no doubt that the 
province is in need of an 
infusion of cash, if it is to keep 
the promises it has made to 
the municipalities, relating to 
infrastructure and transit - but 
we worry about a financial plan 
that involves, in effect, selling off 


assets to pay off debt. 

There is a reason why utilities 
have been publicly-owned. 

Water, sewer, hydro are not 
“commodities” in the traditional 
sense, but essential to the 
functioning of our society, our 
culture and our economy; just 
think back to the economic chaos 
resulting from the blackout of 
August, 2003. 

Privatization - and there are 
plenty of examples from the 
U.S. - can lead to a less-reliable 
energy supply, deferred repairs 
and upgrades, and higher prices 
for consumers. In Ontario, where 
electricity prices are already high, 
adding in higher profit margins 
will increase the cost to residents, 
and make businesses and industry 
less competitive. 

We're not saying Hydro One 
and Ontario’s electricity supply 
have been well-managed. We’re 
just saying that we want to see 
more details - a lot more details - 
before Ontarians give up control 
of a vital utility, and hand it over 
to the private sector. Including 
assurances that proper oversight 
will be in place.

A note from Van Loan 

I welcome the opportunity to highlight 

budget will benefit my constituents in 
York-Simcoe. Economic Action Plan 2015 
fulfills our government’s commitment to 
balance the federal budget while building 
on our record of supporting jobs and 
growth, increasing transfer payments to the 
province, and helping York-Simcoe residents 
put more money into their pockets. 

A typical two-eamer family of four in York- 
Simcoe will receive up to $6,600 in increased 
benefits and tax relief measures. For example, 
Janice and David are Bradford residents with 
two kids; Anne who is eight years old and 
Christopher who is five years old. With the 
increases to the Universal Child Care Benefit, 
Janice and David will receive $160 a month 
($1,920 per year) because Christopher is 
under six. In addition, they will receive $60 
per month ($720/year) for Anne under the 
new expanded Universal Child Care Benefit 
because she is between the ages of six and 17. 
This puts a total of $220 a month back into the 
pockets of Janice and David. 

Under the 2015 budget, York-Simcoe seniors 


can receive up to $1,500 from the New Home 
Accessibility Tax Credit and will benefit from the 
increase to the Thx Free Savings Account annual 
contributionlimitto $10,000 and reduction 
ofthe minimum withdrawals required from 
a Registered Retirement Income Fund. For 
example, Helen and Francis are seniors who 
live in Bond Head. The couple undertakes 
renovations (such as a walk-in bathtub and non¬ 
slip flooring) to their house in the spring of 2016. 
These renovations amount to approximately 
$12,500. Helen is now able to claim $10,000 
under the new Home Accessibility Tax Credit, 
which results in federal tax relief of $1,500. 

While balancing our budget, and putting 
money back into the pockets of Canadians, 
our government is providing record high 
transfer payments to support health care, 
education, and social programs. Specifically, 
Ontario will receive $20.4 billion in federal 
transfers this year - an increase of $9.6 
billion (or 88%) from under the old Liberal 
government. Wltile the previous Liberal 
government radically slashed transfer 
support to the provinces and territories—we 
will never do that.
